THE  Rights  of  >:an,  the  genu- 
ine ol'jec'  s  of  foeitfty,  and  the 
legitimate  principles'  of  govern- 
ment, have  beta  clca  ly  developed 
5>y  the  fr.cct  li.ve  levolutions  ed  A- 
merica  and  France.  Thafe  events 
ha>*  withdrawn  the  veil,  which 
concealed  rue  dignity  and  the  h^p- 
pinefs  of  human  race,  and  have 
tauoht  US,  no  longer  dazzled  witn 
advcu:itious  fplendor,  or  awed  by 
antiquated  uforpation,  to  erect  the 
temple  of  Liberty  on  the  ruins  of 
Palaces  aV.di  l.Wt*.u  s. 

At  this  propiruor-.^pe  iod,  when 
the  natnre  ot  freedom  and  equali- 
ty is  thus  practically  difplayed, 
a  .-d  when  the!  value  (bell  mmcr- 
llood  by  thole  who  have  paid  tlie 
price  of  acquiring  them)  is  uni- 
uerfally  acknowledged,  the  patri- 
otic mind  will  natuially  be  felici- 
tous, by*every  proper  precaution,
